Hooker. Abbott. Chandler. 

It is rarely that a weekly journal is called 
upon in any issue to announce the death of 
three Americans, each possessing a distinct 
national reputation. On Friday afternoon 
of last week, at the hotel in Garden City, 
Long Island, General Joseph Hooker was 
stricken with apoplexy in his room and in 
afew moments afterwards peacefully died. 
Gen. Hooker was born in Hadfey, Mass., 
in 1813. He was a lineal descendant of 
Thomas Hooker, the Puritan pioneer who 
led the small taad of settlers through the 
wilderness to found the city of Hartford 
and colony of Connecticut. He entered at 
the age of twenty, the military academy of 
West Point, graduating in 1837 second in 
his class. He was assigned to a second 
lieutenancy in the artillery, served a cam- 
paign in Florida against the Seminoles and 
was then engaged in frontier duty until the 
war with Mexico. He won his brevet as 
captain in Monterey and distinguished him- 
self in the engagement at National Bridge 
in 1847. He also took part in the brilliant 
victory at Chapultepec and was breveted 
lieutentant colonel. After the close of the 
Mexican war he went to California and in 
1853 resigned his commission in the army 
to engage in farming. 

As soon as it became apparent in the 
spring of 1861 that a civil war was inev- 
itable, Colonel Hooker renounced the com- 
forts of his rural life in California and ten- 
dered his services to the United States. On 
the 17th of May, 1861, he was appointed a 
brigadier general. In the Peninsula cam- 
paign, ‘‘Hooker’s Division” covered itself 
with honor. He took part in the siege of 
Yorktowa, the battle of Williamsburg and 
the engagement at Fair Oaks, Frazier’s 
Farm and Malvern Hill. For his bravery 
at the battle of Williamsburg, he was made 
a Major General. At South Mountain he 
drove the enemy over the summit of tbat 
eminence. At Fredericksburg he was re- 
pulsed; he succeeded Burnside as Com- 
mander of the army of the Potomac, and 
was in command at the battle of Chancel- 
lorsville. On theeve of the battle of Gettys- 
burg, being forbidden by Gen. Halleck to 
withdraw more troops from . Maryland 
Heights, opposite Harper’s Ferry, he asked 
to be relieved from command and was suc- 
ceeded by Gen, Meade. He was afterward 
placed in command of the 12th and 13th 
army corps at Chattanooga and fought the 
battle of Lookout Mountain, which will al- 
ways be known in fiction as the ‘battle 
above the clouds.” He subsequently be- 
tame commander of the army of the Cum- 
berland. He was made a brigadier gener- 
al in the regular army and assigned to mili- 
tary departments after the war until Octo- 
ber, 1868, when he was retired from active 
service. 

He was familiarly known as “fighting 
Joe,” which title is said to accurately de- 
ecribe his physical and intellectual charac. 
teristics. One who knew bim well thus 
describes him: ‘He was"by nature antag- 
oOnistic. Rather than not have a discussion, 
be would shift bis ition in an argument 
where all agreed with him. His disposition 
to criticise was such that he never spared 
equals or superiors inrank. And rather 
than not have a fight on his hands, in lieu 
of an enemy to combat he would fight with 
his own associates. Without sense of cau- 
tion in battle, he was also without fear. He 
was incapable of cool direction of an army 
er a corps in battle; at the same time it was 
equally impossible fer him to resist the 
temptation to lead his men. He directed 
his skirmish line rather than his columns, 
and called men to follow instead of direct- 
ing them forward. Without discretion, 
without coolness, without policy. he was 
also without fear. without hesitation and 
without malice. The soul of candor to 
absolute indiscretion, he never said or did 
aught through hate or envy. He could not 
resist criticism, he could not avoid uttering 
censure; and so he made many enemies in 
life, all of whom forget end forgive him in 
death, and only recall that he was Renisl, 
honest, impulsive and brave Joe Hooker.’ 
He served his country with the best of his 
ability in-two wars, and he has won a 
name which wilh be engraven upon the tem- 
ple of fatie. 

In this State upon the same day, in the 
quiet and beautiful town of Farmington, 
the Rev. Jacob Abbott, the friend and com- 
panion of all the young people of America 
tor the past fifty years, quietly bade fare- 
well to the scenes and friends of this life 
and commenced his journey in the “un- 
known land.” Mr. Abbott was born in 
‘Hallowell, Nov. 14th, 1803. He graduated 
at Bowdoin College in the class of 1820, and 
after an interval spent in teaching he began 
the study of theology at Andover in 1822. 
Completing his studies at the seminary in 
1824, he was appointed a tutor in Amherst 
College, and a year later he was made Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics in the same institu- 
tion. This position he filled for four years. 
In 1829 he established the Mount Vernon 
School for young ladies in Boston, and 
served as principal of that institution until 
1834. In the latter year he was ordained, 

_ and for a year or more was pastor ot the 
Eliot Church in Roxbury. Resigning bis 
pastoral charge to his brother, Rev. John 
8. C. Abbott, he went to New York in 1836 
and there established the Bleecker: Street 
School for young ladies—for many yearsa 
a thriving and successful school of the 
higher order. He made frequent journeys 
abroad, and after leaving New York, re- 
tired to the old family homestead at Farm- 
ington, where hie declining years have been 
spent. 

His brother Samuel founded the Abbott 
Family School for boys at Little Blue. Af- 

ter four or five years Samuel died, and the 
management of the school was thrown for 
a year or two upon Jacob and his sisters, 
They sold it, and removed to ‘Few Acres” 
just opposite,which has since been his home. 
The room in the Abbott school house where 
he wrote the Rollo books, some of the 
most famous of his works, is still kept 
intact. Mr. Abbott has been in the habit 
for many years, of {passing his summers 
at Few Acres and his winters in New 
York. He has been married twice; by his 
firet wife, Harriet Vaughan of Hallowell, he 
had four sons. Benjamin and Austin are 
two noted lawyers in New York city. Ly- 
man 's one of the editors of the Christian 


writing there were few books for children. 
He was passionately fond of children and 
bis purpose in writing was to instruct, in- 
terest and please his young readers. His 
Rollo Books, his Franconia Stories and the 
Abbott Histories, will live so long as chil- 
dren read. They are household compan- 
ions throughout this land and in many for- 
eign countries. His books have been pub- 
lished and republished in a multitude of 
editions; they have been reprinted in Eng- 
land and translated into other languages. 
They have carved for the author an imper- 
ishable reputation; they testify to his good- 
ness and his greatness. He had the great 
satisfaction of knowing that through his 
literary labors he had done much towards 
the education and moral guidance of the 
youth of this and other lands whom he 
loved and by whom he was admired. 

On Saturday morning last, Senator Zach- 
ariah Chandler of Michigan was found dead 
in his bed at the Grand Pacific Hotel in 
Chicago, Senator Chandler had been 
speaking in the campaign in Wisconsin and 
on Friday made an address to the Republi- 
After the close of his 
speech, he was called upon by a number of 
his friends at the hotel and he complained 
He seemed anxious to get 
home and left orders to be called at 7 o’clock 
on Saturday morning, in order that he 
might take the first train for Detroit. On 
Saturday morning when the office boy 
called him, he received no response and en- 
trance being effected into the room, the Sen- 
ator was found dead in his bed. The body 
was net cold and the physicians who were 
at once summoned, decided that he must 
have died about five o'clock, from cerebral 
hemorrhage, brought about by a cold con 
tracted in Wisconsin. 

Mr. Chandler was born in New Hamp- 
shire on the 10th of December, 1813. 
received an academical education and in 
early life removed to Detroit, Michigan, 
and engaged in mercantile pursuits. He 
was a man of indomitable will, strong and 
powerful physique, industrious and resolute. 
He adhered with great closeness to busi- 
ness and acquired a large fortune. He 
early took part in politics, and in 1851 
was elected by the Whigs mayor of Detroit 
The next year he was the Whig candidate 
for Governor of Michigan, and was large- 
ly beaten. He was oneof the founders and 
leaders of the Republican party. 
he was elected to succeed Lewis Cass in the 
Senate of the United States and served con- 
tinuously in that body until March 4, 1875. 
Upon leaving the Senate, he was appointed 
by President Grant, Secretary of the In- 
terior and held the position until the inaugu- 
ration of President Hayes. Last winter 
upon the resignation of Senator Christian- 
cy the legislature of Michigan again elected 
Mr. Chandler to the Senate, and he was a 
member of that body at the time of his 
He was during the last exciting 
Presidential contest chairman of the Re- 
publican NationaljCommittee. He leaves a 
widow and one child, the wife of Hon. Eu- 
gene Hale of this State. 

Mr. Chandler was a positive man—he al- 
ways bad an opinion upon every subject 
and always expressed it. He was the kind 
of man to make strong enemies and warm 
friends. He had convictions and he pos- 
sessed the courage to utter them. He nev- 
er asked or gave quarter, and he was upon 
all subjects a radical; he hated half-way 
men and he despised hypocrisy. 
an intense partisan, and while he lacked 
prudence and discretion, he was never gov- 
His public record made 
many foes;and brought him bitter op- 
He was regarded as a leader by 
Republicans, and looked upon with strong 
dislike by his political opponents. In his 
own State and in the councils of his party 
where he has been a great power, his loss 
While in the posses- 
sion, apparently, of perfect health, in the 
full vigor of manhood, in the flush of pow- 
er, literally with the harness on, away from 
the comforts and peace of his own home 
—he retired for a night’s rest and slept 
the “‘sleep eternal.’’

THE most remarkable embezzler of the 
day, is not this time a Fall River treasurer 
who has put his hand into his employer's 
pockets and stolen by the tens of thousands 
of dollars, but the defaulter is, or rather 
was, Assistant Postmaster of the thriving 
town of Pittsfield, in Western Massachus- 
etts. He was a man of the best reputation, 
had held his place for years and was count- 
ing with confidence upon promotion when 
his chief in the office sh@uld be retired. 
But the community has just been shocked 
by the discovery that this trusted official 
has been engaged for some time in defraud- 
ing the government. The Pittsfield case is 
remarkable for the manner of the defalca- 
tion. Three cents at atime comprised the 
extent of this postmaster’s.embezzlement, 
his system being to remove the defaced 
stamps from letters arriving ‘at the office, 
and then when letters were mailed remove 
their clean stamps, substitute the canceled 
ones and sell the other set for the benefit of 
his private purse. This sort of thing had 
been going on for about a year, and the 
estimates as to the amount stolen run all the 
way from $25 to $14,000. Of course ultimate 
detection was inevitable, for the very fact 
that letters were delivered without stamps 
was certain to attraet attention and pro- 
voke inquiry, and it is little wender that the 
thief, when confronted with the evidences of 
his guilt, said that he couldn't conceive what 
led him to commit the crime.

Last May, Mr. Lincoln Libby 
was appointed Deputy Sheriff and Jailer, 
and since that time the jail has been under 
his management. On the day of our visit, 
we inspected the kitchen, the storerooms, 
which are in the basement of the building, 
went tbrough the entire jail and workshops 
and the public rooms of the jailer’s resi- 
dence, which are in the front of the edifice. 
Upon every hand we were struck with the 
cleanliness that prevailed. In the large 
kitchen, which is 18 by 40 feet, we found 
the perfection of neatness. The two stoves, 
one for wood aad one for coal, were well 
blacked, all the tins bright, and everything 
in its place. The kitchen has running water 
and every convenience; from it epens large 
pantries, and just out of it are the store- 
rooms. 

The jail office is made attractive and the 
jail iteelf is as cleanly as it is possible to make 
avy place. Mr. Libby keeps it thoroughly 
painted and often has the ceilings whitened. 
The cells are all plainly but comfortably 
furnished. Two large furnaces heat the 
jail and each prisoner has a bed with suffi- 
cient clothing and a chair and is permitted 
to read, being allowed two hoursof gas after 
finishing work. On the day of our visit there 
were 58 persons confined within the walls of 
this building. Twenty of them were placed 
there for drunkenness; 12 as tramps; 9 for 
vagrancy; 3 for assault; 5 for larceny; 2 
for selling Iiquor; 1 tor an affray; 1 for 
malicious mischief; 1 for threats; 1 (Scrib- 
ner) for murder ; and three are poor debtors. 
In the poor debtors cell we found a young 
man well educated, of good habits, 
who has been there nearly two months for 
a debt of $300. Twenty years ago the 
father of this young man died, leaving an 
estate worth a million dollars. From it 
this young man has never realized his share, 
because the estate has been in constant liti- 
gation. This young man is 38 years of age, 
and he frankly stated to us that he had 
never earned a dollar in his life. He insists 
that he has not the means to pay the debt 
upon which he is incarcerated, but we are 
inclined to the opinion that he is governed 
entirely by his spite, as his friends 
would readily advance him the 
money. One of the other poor 
debtors is confined by the town of Mt. 
Vernon, for taxes, and the third one, we 
regret to say, refused to pay for a news- 
paper which he had subscribed for and read. 
We had been strongly opposed to imprison- 
ment for debt until we saw this victim, but 
we changed our opinion and are inclined to 
think that a person who will refuse to pay 
for his newspaper ought to go to jail. 

In the workshop, all men who are sen- 
tenced, except tramps, are employed. The 
shops are under the superintendency of 
Mr. Charles H. Dunham, a most efficient 
and capable man. The force are now at 
work upon heavy kip boots, which are 
being made for Portland houses. The work 
shops ought to be enlarged, so that all the 
convicts can be employed. It is much better 
trom every point of view to employ the 
men, rather than to leave them in idleness. 
We found one woman among the inmates. 
She is serving a sentence for selling liquor. 
Mr. Fred H. Getchell is turnkey, and he 
makes a capable one. Too much credit 
cannot be given Mr. Lincoln Libby, for his 
admirable management of the jail, the neat 
and cleanly manner in which it is kept, and 
for the perfect discipline he maintains 
among the prisoners. We regard it as a 
model jail. Ss
